The Whole C ity Illuminated by the Light 


of Burning Factories, 
Tenement 


Houses and Private Residences 


—Losses Reaching to Millions. 


NKW YOBK. Oct 19.—One of the most 


destructive fires this city hasjseen since 
the great fire of 1SS8, occurred last 
evening. Thoflro extended from St 
Raphael's Roman Catholic church, on 
Fortieth street, west of Tenth avenue, 
to the north side of Forty-second 
street The loss will amount well np 
into the millions. The fire was discov- 
ered at*8 10 p. m , by a watchman em- 
ployed by William Campbell & Co., 
wholesale manufacturers of wall pa- 
pers, at 612 to 61$ West Forty-sec- 
ond street, and 
58 to 513 West 


street 
The fire started 
in the 


boiler 
house, 
and 
had 
gained 


great 
headway 
before 
it 
was 


discovered. It spread to the adjoining 
building, occupied by Kevins & Havi- 
land, wall paper manufacturers, on 
Tenth a venue and Forty-second street 
Both firms were entirely burned out, 
Other buildings burned were 450 West 
Forty-second street, occupied by Dr. 
Leighton, 58 West Forty-second street, 
occupied by J. Whelihan; tho St Ba- 
phael club house; 520 West Forty-sec- 
ond street, a dwelling, and 524 West 
Forty-second street, occupied by M. C. 
Guier, all of which were totally de- 
stroyed. The boarding house run by 
Cronlck at 
536 West Forty-second 


street was also partially destroyed 


The loss sustained by Campbell & 


Co. is estimated at $500,000, but Mr. 
Campbell says that it will, as near as 
he can figure up, reach $2,000,000 
Messrs. Kevins &, Haviland lost tl75,- 
000, and George A. Shirley & Sons, 135,' 
000. 


The fire illuminated the whole city, 


factories, tenement houses and private 
dwellings were burned to the ground 
and the efforts of the firemen were di- 
rected entirely to preventing' the spread 
over a larger territory. 


The fire originated in the engine- 


room of Campbell Bros Bextou, the 
watchman, who discovered the fire, 
ran for a fire-alarm box He fell in 
the hallway overcome by smoke, and a 
policeman pulled him out into the 
street, where he soon revived 
In a 


moment the whole building was in 
flames, for 
its 
inflammable con- 


tents presented the easiest kind of 
fuel. The building was eight stories 
in height, and was built of brick. In 
the center was a lofty cupola, rising 
to the height of forty feet above the 
roof, in which wag a clock. 


When the firemen summoned by tho 


first alarm reached the scene they saw 
they had a hard battle to fight and 
five alarms and the lamous "two- 
nines" in succession were rung. 


On either side of the Campbell fac- 


tory were a number of dwelling 
houses. The occupants of these left 
their homes, taking what portable 
articles they could, for a few minutes 
were sufficient to tell them that then- 
homes ' were doomed 
The flames 


spread in both directions. 


On the east, immediately adjoining 


the factory, was the St. Raphael's club, 
attached to St. Raphae.l'e church. 
Next to the ciub was the house of Dr. 
Lelghton, 58, a private dwelling, and 
the remainder of the block to Tenth 
avenue was devoted to the five<story 
wall-paper factory of Kevins & Havi- 
land. Within halt an hour after the 
fire started it had licked up all the 
houses between the fcwo lustre factories 
and the Nevins & H aviiand building 
was ablaze. It burned like tinder, and 
there was no hope of saving It from the 
very first 


The Campbell factory extended back 


to F orty-first street, and before the 
firemen fully appreciated the situa- 
tion other buildings on Forty-first 
street had taken fire. The walls ol 
the factory and the lofty tower with 
its clock toppled over in successive 
crashes, and loud explosions of burning 
chemicals sent sparks flying in every 
direction. 


The walls of tho Kevins & Haviland 


factory fell one after another shortly 
after those of the Campbell factory 
had gone down. On the west side of 
the Campbell works was a row of priv- 
ate dwellings, 523, 534, 536 and BiW, and 
occupied by F. N. Buskirk, Arthur 
Short, Mrs. HcGuier and Mrs. Conln, 
respectively. All were completely de- 
stroyed save the two last named. The 
damage by the fire on West Forty-first 
street in the rear of the Campbell fac- 
tory was about equal to that in Forty- 
second street 


The Immense six-story cabinet works 


of Geo. Shastey & Co. Manufacturing 
Co. on the south side of that street was 
caught by the flames in the early stages 
of the conflagration and succumbed 
completly. V. Loewers'Gambus brew- 
ery, on the north side ot tbe street, 
was saved, but tho engine house con- 
nected with it was destroyed. Loew- 
ers' stables and fifteen horses were 
burned, while two tenement houses on 
the north side were consumed.

SET AT REST. 


A Silly Story About the Duke of Con- 
naught Authoritatively Denied. 


LONDON, Oct. 18.—The apparently 


endless arg-ument concerning the Duke 
of Conn aught and the Egyptian cam- 
paign has been given fresh impetus by 
the Kifrht Hon. Hugh Childers, who 
was secretary of state for war in 1885. 
It will be remembered that it was 
charged that a telegram was sent to 
Sir Garnet Wolseley, the commander 
of the British forces in Egypt, order- 
ing1 him to place the duke of Con- 
naught in a place of safety during the 
battle of Tel el Kebjir. It was also 
charged that in compliance with these 
instructions the duke, who was on the 
right of lines with the guards' brigade, 
was with his troops ordered to the rear 
aud out of danger. 


The story had its origin in the Man- 


chester Guardian. Mr. Childers has 
written a letter to that paper em- 
phatically denying- that any instruc- 
tions or suggestions were dispatched 
to Egypt relative to the Duke of Con- 
naught 
He incloses a letter received 


by him from Gen. Wolseloy declaring 
that the story is absolutely untrue. 
Gen Wolseley adds: "Nobody ever 
suggested that I in any way deal with 
his royal highness differently than with 
the other officers commanding brigades, 
nor did I do so lie took his chance 
like anyone else, and, as I reported to 
you at the time, I had no better brig- 
ade under my command. I am glad of 
the opportunity of emphatically deny- 
ing the absurd story, which is as un- 
generous as it is untrue."

WASHINGTON. Oct 18 —The senate met at 


10 this morning, the ordinary tlm» of meeting 
having been advanced on hour bj the parlia- 
mentary advice adopted last evening ID taking 
a recess Instead ot adjourning A quarter ol 
an hour was spent tn waiting the arrival of tae 
forty-third senator in order to constitute a 
quorum There was no prayer and no reading 
of yesterday's journal—the journal of Monday 
not being yet approved, and the pending ques- 
tion belnff upon Mr. Dolph's motion to amend 
U by making it show the presence of Senators 
Allen and Kyle on a roll call, they being In the 
chamber and not answering Mr Morgan re- 
opened the argument on the question. He 
Imagined a case In which two senators voted 
aye upon a bill and one senator voted no, 
while the rest of the senators remained In taelr 
seats silent and he asked whether that bfl 
could be said to have passed the senate Those 
who had sat by and had not voted might have 
meant to say by their silent negative votes 
that they were unwilling to do business ot (hat 
sort They might have said "It Is true that 
we ore bore, U la true we do not answer to our 
names But our presence and silence indt' 
cftte that we are not here for tho purpose of 
doing business that you want to do We have 
a right to be here to see what kind of a record 
you are going to make " 


Mr Morgan then took up the decision of the 


Bupreme court which was referred to yester- 
day as being in favor of the right of a presld 
Ing officer to count a quorum He said that 
that decision could not be twisted, into a sup- 
port of that doctrine except by the artfulness 
of an astute politician A fair-minded lawyer 
could not do it

When Hr Morgan had concluded, on motion 


of Mr Voorhees, the DolpU resolution to amend 
the journal was laid on {the table: Yeas,

Perkins) That action of the senate, however, 
did not result In the approval of Monday's 
joarual for Mr Teller Immediately made a

He began with a declaration that he would

At 2.05 the question of a quorum was raised

to Mr Sherman's remark yesterday that the 
democrats would vote against the ten. com- 
mandments or the Lord's prayer U proposed 
by republicans, Mr Daniel satd that Mr Sher- 
man was quite right In saying s»1 If those 
ancient and venerable documents were pro- 
posed by the senator from Ohio the demo 
crate would Instantly imagine that there 
was just sucb a trick about it as thcro 
hail been about tho Sherman act. Then 
ho took back the word "trick" and substituted 
"scheme" for It And now, he added, the sen- 
ator from Ohio was not only the loader ot the 
democratic party, but also Its lecturer He re- 
ferred to Mr Mills' statement that he would 
not vote for any compromise, and he asked 
that senator whether he was ready to submit 
the question to a majority of the democratic 
senators?

Prince had a 
bad reputation amongst the showmen 
and was sold to tho park commission- 
ers three years ago for $1,000, much 
less than his quoted value.

THE MISSING MONEY. 


Tbe Amount was Not so Great M at PiAt
